John F. Dietz, "the hero of Cam- 


eron Dam," has made his third ap- 
plication for executive clemency. If 
the proper papers are filed, Goy. 
Blaine will give a hearing to this 
application on April 5. Hundreds 
of letters have been received at the 
governor's office asking for Dictz's 
pardon. 


For 17 years, the 
activities of 


John F. Dietz have been a thread 
running through Wisconsin history, 
sometimes dark and sometimes sil- 
very. He has had his fervent advo- 
cates and his bitter opponents. At 
times Dietz has appeared 
heroic. 


At others times his condition has 
been pitiable. 


Born at Winneconne, Winnebago 


county, on April 4, 1S61, Dietz early 
moved to northern Wisconsin, set- 
tling .in Barren county. 
Here he 


married- j»nd-»t«Bt«d.'to *a4i»^*4»«ai:i 
ily. The time came, however, when 
Dietz saw an opportunity to better 
himself by moving farther north. 
Hence his removal to Cameron Dam 
in ?awyer county 
on "Thornapple 


river: Here beside the memorable 
dam he staked his all, arid 
made 


ready to prepare a home for him- 
self and .family. He had no money. 
He had1 isposed of everything he 
possessed to get the necessary farm 
machinery for opening up his wil- 
derness home. It was here in this 
little peek in the clearing that he 
was thrown in contact with 
the 


lumbering 
interests—the 
strong, 


powerful, Chippewa Log and Boom 
Co. 


History of Case. 


Briefly, the affair was this: Dietz 


had land beside the creek, below the 
dam on which he placed his garden. 
Here eh would cultivate his soil, BOW 
his seed and await the harvest. But 
the lumber company controlled the 
dam. 
Abouf the time . his produce 


would 'begin to grow nicely it would 
be the season for the lumber «>n-. 
oern to send their logs down stream 
to the busy saw mills. The dam 
would be opened at the arrival of 
the! log drive; the .land would be 
flooded 'and the bit of garden would 
isappear. 
Djftz remonstrated. The 


company promised him* remunera- 
tion for all loss. . Finally Dietz was 
hired by them to watch the dam at 
a dollar a day. 


Dietz asked for a settlement of 


hies claims many times, but the au- 
diting of the accounts was always 
a thing of the futurf.- Then Dietz 
took matters into his own hands. 
The tale of his defense of Cameron 
Dani is \common history. 
With his 


trusty Winchester he stood guard 
over the dam and his property to 
prevent the flooding of the. logs 
down the stream. 


Repeated attempts were made by 


federal and state authorities to ar- 
rest Dietz. 
Differences . increased 


between Dietz' and the authorities 
until thexfall of 1910 when it w»» 
decided by state authorities that 
Dietz must be arrested.

On Oct. 7 a battle took place. 


The log cabin was ridle 'by two 
thousand bullets, fired by 'the depu- 
ties. Oscar Harp, a member at the 
sheriff's -posse, was killed. It was 
for Harp's death that Dietz was 
convicted and later «nt to prison. 


Without a lawyer to defend him, 


he went to trial and was convicted 
of murder on May 13, 191-1, and 
sentenced to Waupun for'life. He 
was placed *t work in the twine fac- 
tory.

Sounds Warning 


S*y* Continued Expenditures for War Purposes Will Bring 


Trouble; Denounces Present Program. 


S 


ENATOR BORAH recently sounded a warning in the U. S. 
•crate that should be given the thought of every American 


who his the welfare of our country at heart. 


At*time when a toad of taxation that ia bending the backs 


ol th« American common people is being levied, Congress is pro- 
ceeding in reckless fashion to appropriate millions for war pur- 
poeea. This, at a time when the world is at peace and militar- 
ism supposed to be broken. Said Senator Borah: 


"According to the figures which I have seen, the indebted- 


neM of the world at the time of the close of the war, was some- 
thing like $200,000,000,000 or $250,000,000,000. Some have 
placed it as high as $348,000.000,000. Our own indebtedness, 
our public debt, is about $24,000,000,000. We are appropriat- 
ing about $4.000,000.000 or $4,500,000,000 for current expenses, 
and we are facing a deficit of some $2,000,000,000. The fever of 
sepndinp, which we contracted during the war, is still raging. 
The joy riding in the Public Treasury is still our chief delight. 
This, to me, is a greater menace than any condition of affairs 
which we faced durinp the war. War has its menace and its 
threatening problems, but none more menacing than the shame- 
leeti waste of public funds and the laying on of unnecessary bur- 
dens upon a people already bending under a fearful load. Do 
we here fully appreciate the situation, or must we confess our 
inability or unwillingness to deal with it? . . . 


"Sir, when the war ended, Germany was disabled; her army 


was reduced to a police force; her navy dismantled, broken up, 
sunk into the depths of the sea, Austria-Hungary was divided, 
parceled out, driven into bankruptcy and starvation. No nation 
no power among the enemy anywhere was left to threaten or 
make afraid. The allied and associated powers were left mas- 
ters of the world, dictators of the world's policies. They were 
the autocrats of statecraft. While they surveyed a .world torn 
tortured, and burdened, they, nevertheless, surveyed it without 
challenge. The most stupendous^ fact at the close of the war 
was the world debt. The most ^pressing and complex problem 
was how to stay its jrrowth, and. if possible, lessen its weigjft 
But no move was made, nor has there been any move made in 
that direction in any of the allied or associated countries. The 
futile and absurd proposition that the cost of the war and the 
world's debt could be extracted from Germany was flouted be- 
fore the people, while the expenditures for militarism and arma- 
ments were increased beyond anything ever before contem- 
plated. With incontinent haste and reckless plunging we began 
to compete with each other in building for future wars. With 
our huge debt already upon us, with our current expenses 
greater than we dare lay taxes to cover, we surge ahead—plunge 
ahead toward universal bankruptcy. 
When are we going to 


lighten these burdens? How are we going to do it? Where 
is the program? Have we lost our cunning in everything in God's 
tortured world save that of appropriating public money? There 
must be a chauge of program some time, and, in my judgment, 
at no distant time."
